3/4 cup butter, softened 

1 cup sugar 

1/4 cup molasses 

1 egg 

2 cups ail-purpose ftour 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon. ground cinnamon 

1 teaspoon lit 

around cloves 

1 teaspoon Hk ground ginger 
Sugar for rolling, if desired 



Instructions 



Place butter and sugar in large miner bo*l and cream until light and fluffy. Add 
molasses and egg and beat well. 

Sift flour with baking soda, salt, and spices. Gradually add to butter miHture and 
mix well. 

Cover and refrigerate at least 2 hours. 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees F. Lightly grease cookie sheets and set aside. 
Shape dough into 1-inch balls, and roll in sugar. Place 2 inches apart on prepared 
cookie sheets. Baice 10 minutes.
